Union  picketers  protest  at 
residence  hall  construction  site

Members  of  the  Local 
Carpenters  Union  No.  49  picket  - 

ted  in  front  of  Leitch  Hall  yester¬ 
day  protesting  R.  W.  Granger, 
the  contractor  hired  to  build  the 
new  dormitory. 

The  picketers  lined  up  in  front 
of  cement  trucks  as  these  vehicles 
tried  to  enter  the  site,  but  the 
Wilson  truck  drivers  (also 
members  of  a  union)  crossed  the 
lines  with  the  help  of  the  Lowell 
Police.  Meanwhile  University 


Police  stood  ready  to  make  sure 

the  protest  stayed  off  university 
property  and  on  the  street.  A  per¬ 
mit  from  the  University  police  is 
required  of  anyone  wishing  to 
protest  on  university  property. 

The  protestors  picketed  in  an 
effort  to  delay  construction  claim¬ 
ing  that  the  contractor  hired  non¬ 
union  “scab”  employees.  The 
protest  seemed  to  have  little  ef¬ 
fect:  construction  continued  as 
scheduled. 

R.W.  Granger,  the  contractor 


hirec^to  build  the. new  dormitory, 
is  an  “open  shop”  employer:  one 
who  hires  both  union  and  non¬ 
union  employees.  Rates  for 
workers  were  set  at  the  prevail¬ 
ing  union  levels  by  the  contrac¬ 
tor  for  anyone  willing  to  work. 

Members  of  the  Local 
Carpenters  Union  who  were 
picketing  refused  to  comment  on 
the  protest,  saying  instead  that 
their  “sign  says  all  they  want  to 
say.” 


75  arrested  during  drunken 
spring  break  riot  in  Palm  Beach 


(CPS)  Tempers  and  efforts  to 
show  off,  apparently  raided  to  ex¬ 
plosive  levels  by  intense  heat,  led 
to  the  second  major  riots  of  the 
college  spring  break  season  the 
last  weekend  of  March. 

Palm  Beach,  Cal.,  police  ar¬ 
rested  75  people  and  issued  cita¬ 
tions  to  200  others  during  a 
weekend  of  sporadic  fighting  and 
public  drunkenness  among  the 
50,000  students  vacationing  in 
town. 

“When  you  have  alcohol  in¬ 
volved,”  said  police  Officer 
Karen  Holtz,  “mouths  start  get¬ 
ting  bigger,  and  guys  start  think¬ 
ing  they’re  tougher  than  they 


are.” 

Holtz  said  the  mixture  of 
100-degree  heat  and  alcohol  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  disturbances. 

A  week  earlier,  students  on 
break  in  Port  Aransas,  Tex., 
rioted  for  4  hours,  dispersing  on¬ 
ly  after  7  people  were  injured, 
police  bombed  the  crowd  with 
tear  gas,  and  8  people  were  ar¬ 
rested. 

Holtz  said  the  troubles  in  Palm 
Springs  —  where  in  1986  hun¬ 
dreds  of  students  ran  wild,  van¬ 
dalized  property,  threw  rocks, 
assaulted  female  passersby  and 
briefly  took  over  the  central 
business  district  before  police 


moved  in  to  arrest  708  people  and 
issue  4,943  citations  —  were 
“nothing  out  of  hand.” 

After  the  1986  riots.  Palm 
Springs  and  Fort  Lauderdale  in 
Florida  dropped  their  efforts  to 
attract  students  for  spring  break. 
Only  Jamaica,  the  Gulf  Coast  of 
Texas  and  a  handful  of  Florida 
towns  now  actively  try  to  lure 
students  to  their  beaches. 

Mexico  reportedly  also  is  con¬ 
sidering  discouraging  American 
Collegians  from  vacationing  in 
traditional  places  like  Mazatlan, 
Nogales  and  Rocky  Point.

Dead  puppy  protest 

A  University  of  Wisconsin 
student  reneged  on  his  threat 
to  kill  a  puppy  March  24,  call¬ 
ing  it  a  4  ‘prankish  threat  to  kill 
one  mythical  animal.” 
Philosophy  major  David 
Reed  said  the  threat  to  buma 
10-week-old  dog  was  intend¬ 
ed  only  to  protest  “the  brutali¬ 
ty  of  war.” 

“I’m  quite  pleased”  by  the 
publicity,  said  Reed,  who  ex¬ 
plained  he  w  as  moved  to  make 
the  threat  by  President 
Reagan’s  dispatching  of  3,200 
U.S.  soldiers  to  Central 
.America. 

Reagan  was  sending  the 
troops  in  reaction  to  an  inci¬ 
dent  in  w  hich  the  Nicaraguan 
military  chased  rebel  soldiers 
across  the  hondum  border. 
“People  panicked  to  save  the 
life  of  one  mythical  puppy 
-hile  thousands  (of  people) 
were  dying.”  Reed  added. 

*  ‘Out  attitudes  about  war  and 
suffem  are  complacency  and 
nmnboess.  I  tried  to  shock 
them  oat  of  it.  to  demonstrate 
suffering.*’

Rising  number  of  older 

students 

The  nation’s  college  student 
body  has  gotten  older  faster 
that  has  been  realized,  a  still- 
unpublished  report  circulated 
it  a  national  higher  education 
conerence  last  week  con¬ 
tended. 

Forty-five  percent  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  now  enrolled  in  college  are 
older  then  the  age  of  25,  and 
that  could  rise  to  50  percent  by 
1998. 

Though  most  schools  aimed 
to  enroll  “suburban 
housewives”  who  had  money 
to  spend,  the  nontraditional 
students  actually  registring  for 
classes  often  are  poorer 
women  aiming  to  train 
themselves  for  clerical  jobs.

Typical  presidents 

The  typical  president  of  a  col¬ 
lege  is  a  white,  53-year-old 
male,  the  American  Council 
on  Education  concluded  in  a 
new  survey  of  who  runs  U.S. 
campuses. 

In  the  survey  of  2,105  chief 
executive  officers  of  ac¬ 
credited  higher  education  in¬ 
stitutions.  It  was  also  found 
that  women  presidents  were 
twice  as  likely  to  be  younger 
than  age  40  as  men.  85  percent 
were  married,  but  women 
presidents  were  far  more  like¬ 
ly  than  meri  to  be  divorced  or 
never  married. 

Madelaine  Green,  director,  of 
ACE’s  Center  for  Leadership 
Development,  wonders  “does 
the  fact  that  most  presidents 
are  married  mean  that  it  is 
more  difficult  to  become  a 
president  if  you  are  single?” 
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Demands  given  to  Senate  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  Chairman  Kraus 


A  Coalition  consisting  of  the 
State  Student  Associaiton  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Student  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  (the  student 
trustees),  Low  Income  Students 
for  Survival,  and  the  Faculty 
Union  met  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  Education  Committee, 
Senator  Richard  A.  Kraus  of  Arl¬ 
ington,  on  Monday,  April  4th. 
The  coalition  discussed  with  the 
Chairman  a  list  of  demands  pass¬ 
ed  at  the  S.S.A.M.  General 
Assembly  meeting  of  March  3 1 , 
1988  and  agreed  upon  by  the 
Coalition.  They  are  as  follows: 

1 .  No  tuition  increase  until  more 
low  and  moderate  income 
students  begin  once  again  to 
enroll  at  the  public  colleges 
and  universitites.  (They  have 
been  dropping  out  in  recent 
years.) 

2.  No  tuition  increase  until  we 
know  exactly  what  income 
group  will  have  to  pay  the  in¬ 
creases,  and  no  increase 
should  bring  the  students  con¬ 
tribution  toward  his  or  her 
education  in  excess  of  25  %  of 
the  total  cost  of  that  education. 
(The  student’s  contribution 
now  is  about  20-22%  The 
25%  level  should  be  phased  in 
over  5  years.)

(Right  now  public  institutions 
get  only  about  30-40%  of  the 
state’s  financial  aid  even 
though  we  have  twice  as  many 
students  on  financial  aid  as  the 
private  colleges  do.)

ings  in  Mexico  about  young 
Americans,”  said  University  of 
Arizona  Dean  of  Students 
Rosalind  Andreas,  who  added 
students  “are  behaving  as  if  they 
don’t  have  to  be  responsible  for 
their  actions.” 

Andreas’s  office,  hoping  to 
prevent  students  from  offending 
their  hosts,  in  late  February 
published  a  list  of  trip  guidelines 
advising  students  they  don’t  have 
the  same  rights  in  Mexico  as  they 
do  at  home. 

Nogales  and  Mazatlan  police 
have  imprisoned  rowdy  U.S. 
students  in  recent  years,  Andreas 
said. 

In  early  March,  moreover,  an 
Arizona  State  University  student 
was  killed  when  he  fell  off  the  top 
of  a  train  carrying  a  group  of 
students  to  Mazatlan. 

In  Daytona  Beach  —  by  far 
now  the  most  popular  spring 
break  locale,  this  year  bringing  an 
estimated  500,000  students  to 
town  —  6  people  have  died  this 
season. 

The  fatalities  occured  when 
vacationers,  reportedly  drinking, 
fell  from  hotel  balconies. 


to  raise  revenue  through  tuition 
rather  than  state  ap¬ 
propriations.) 

5.  An  increase  in  state  scholarship 
money  with  a  greater  %  of  that 
money  going  towards  cost  of 
living  expenses.  Right  now 
most  state  scholarship  money 
goes  toward  covering  tuition 
costs.  Since  the  private  col¬ 
leges  have  higher  tuitions, 
they  get  most  of  the  money. 

Although  the  Senator  did  not 
commit  to  any  of  the  Coalition’s 
demands  he  did  agree  that  the 
private  colleges  should  not  get 
any  greater  percentages  of  the 
state’s  scholarship  money  than 
they’re  getting  now. 

Since  the  S.S.A.M.  February 
General  Assembly  meeting  many 


Student  Governments  have  been 
writing  and  calling  the  Gover¬ 
nor’s  Office  and  the  Education 
Committee  asking  them  to  sup¬ 
port  no  new  tuition  increase  and 
a  more  even  distribution  of  the 
state’s  scholarship  money  in  favor 
of  the  public  institutions.  The  lob¬ 
bying  effort  seems  to  be  having 
an  effect.  The  student  and  facul¬ 
ty  Coalition  is  now  enthusiastical¬ 
ly  working  together  to  insure 
students  of  concrete  results.  They 
are  planning  more  meetings  with 
other  education  committee 
members  over  the  next  couple  of 
weeks  and  they  are  asking  all 
students  to  call  the  Governor  and 
Committee  members  in  support 
of  their  efforts.

Sabbatical  Retrospective 
April  25  -  May  20,  1988. 
Reception:  Wednesday,  April  27,

The  paintings  and  drawings  in 
this  mini  retrospective  span  the 
time  period  from  Fred  Faudie’s 
first  sabbatical  leave  of  1978 
through  1979,  to  his  most  recent 
leave  of  1986  through  1987. 

The  exhibited  pieces  reflect  his 
concern  with  the  integration  of 
avant-garde  formal  interests  and 
kitsch  subject  matter.  The 
resulting  figurative  paintings  pre¬ 
sent  contemporary  subject  situa¬ 
tions  and  personal  predicaments 
while  simultaneously  alluding  to 
asthetic  stances  current  in  the  art 
world. 

Works  from  several  theme 
groups,  previously  exhibited  in 
national  juried  exhibitions  and  in 
one-person  shows  at  the  Howard 
Yezerski  Gallery,  are  included  in 
the  exhibition.  Among  these  are 
drawings  from  the  Pencula 
series,  an  adaptation  of  the 
Dracula  myth  in  a  world  in¬ 
habited  by  tiny  pencil  and  ink  bot¬ 
tle  people.  Paintings  from  the 
Pool  Suite  present  a  small  above 
ground  swimming  pool  which  is 
the  graphic  and  psychological 
locus  for  a  series  of  suburban  sex¬ 


ual  misadventures.  Work  from 
the  Billy  Group ,  based  on  the 
myth  of  the  western  outlaw  Billy 
the  Kid,  presents  a  violent 
western  world  acted  out  within 
the  space  of  contemporary  color 
field  environments.  In  the  Surfing 
paintings,  small  figures  play  and 
struggle  in  a  sometimes  friendly 
ocean.  Graphite  drawings  from 
the  past  year  present  smaller  con¬ 
fined  domestic  spaces  and  situa¬ 
tions  of  musing  and  melancholy. 

Fred  Faudie,  who  holds  an 
M.A.  in  painting  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Iowa,  and  an  M.F.A. 
in  illustration  from  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  is  a  Professor  in  the  Art 
Department  of  the  University  of 
Lowell.  He  has  an  extensive  ex¬ 
hibition  record,  including  several 
one  person  exhibitions  in  the  New 
York  and  Boston  area,  and  many 
competitive  national  panting  and 
drawing  shows.  He  received  a 
Massachusetts  State  Art  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Painting  in  1986.  His 
work  is  included  in  the  Lincoln 
County  Heritage  Trust,  the  Lin¬ 
coln  state  monument  (both  in 
Lincoln  NM),  the  Addison 
Gallery  of  American  Art,  and  in 
numerous  private  collections.  He 
is  repre-sented  by  the  Howard 
Yezerski  Gallery  of  Andover, 
MA.

Surrender  severely  underrated 


All  through  my  childhood,  I 
rebelled  against  any  teaching 
about  God.  I  thought  God  hated 
me  and  I  wanted  nothing  to  do 
with  him.  I  w  as  never  taught  what 
his  attitude  toward  our  imperfec¬ 
tions  was. 

When  I  was  thirteen  years  old 
I  stopped  going  to  church.  What 
a  scene  that  was  !  In  order  to  get 
my  way.  my  only  recourse  was 
to  throw  a  tantrum.  But  I  did  get 
my  way  and  then  for  about  ten 
>  ears  I  was  completely  separated 
from  the  church  and  from  God. 
I  was  almost  totally  faithless.  I 
still  believed  in  God,  but  had  no 


hope.  I  didn’t  know  what  my  true 
purpose  in  life  was,  nor  did  I 
care. 

Then  in  August  of  1986,  my 
brother  became  a  Christian.  I  was 
skeptical  at  first,  but  I  listened  as 
he  talked  about  his  faith.  He  said 
that  God  loves  us  even  when  no 
one  else  seems  to  care.  He  show¬ 
ed  me  how  accurate  the  Bible  is 
as  an  historical  document.  He 
talked  about  the  joy  he  had 
received  since  surrendering  his 
life  to  God.  I  got  curious.  What 
did  he  have  that  I  didn’t?  I  wanted 
to  find  out.  So  in  September  of 
that  year,  I  began  to  read  the  Bi¬ 
ble  on  my  own. 

I  read  through  the  Gospel  of 
John  by  the  beginning  of 
November,  but  found  that  I  didn’t 
understand  much  of  it.  In  mid- 
November  I  enrolled  in  a  course 
at  my  old  church,  but  by  the  time 
it  was  over  I  had  learned  very  lit¬ 
tle  about  God  or  the  Bible. 

Then  early  in  February,  1987, 
I  was  the  victim  of  a  lay-off. 
Since  I  was  out  of  work  for  three 
months,  I  had  plenty  of  free  time

to  do  some  searching. 

In  mid-March,  I  found  out 
about  a  Home  Bible  Study 
through  a  friend  here  at  school. 

I  was  a  bit  skepical,  but  decided 
I  would  give  it  a  try .  When  I  was 
there  I  felt  at  home  immediately. 
No  pressure,  just  love  for  each 
other  and  for  God. 

After  I  had  attended  this  study 
a  couple  of  times,  a  friend,  Ron, 
asked  me  if  I  was  ‘  ‘bom  again.  ’  ’ 

I  thought  to  myself,  “Oh,  no, 
another  one  of  THEM!’’  I 
thought  he  was  crazy,  but  since 
I  really  didn’t  know  what  he 
meant,  I  asked  him.  He  explain¬ 
ed  it,  and  I  answered  that  I 
wasn’t.  The  next  week  he  asked 
me  again.  I  didn’t  know  what  to 
say,  so  I  just  said  that  I  was.

And  take  away  my 
fears  Of  what  the  future  may 
bring.  Help  me  to  simply  ask  for 
and  to  accept  your  help.  How 
shall  I  see  signs?  Walk  with  me; 
hold  my  hand;  embrace  me;  show 
me  who  you  really  are!

Why  I  became  a  part 
of  AFROTC  _ 


“Hindsight  is  twenty-twenty”. 
This  quote  means  a  lot  to  me  in 
terms  of  why  I  joined  AFROTC.

waste  sites,  holes  in  the  ozone 
layer,  and  pesticides  con¬ 
taminating  our  drinking  water,  to 
name  just  a  few .  I  think  students 
today  share  a  similar  willingness 
to  take  action  against  en¬ 
vironmental  destruction,”  he 
continued.

On  the  other  spectrum, 
parent  and  parent  will  gather  and 
talk,  enjoying  good  meal  together 
and  probably  playing .  poker. 
Alcohol  drink  will  even  help 
smoothing  their  conversations. 
Now  and  then  you  will  hear  them 
laughing  as  though  they  really  en¬ 
joy  each  other’s  company.  They 
will  talk  about  anything, 
business,  how  their  kids  have 
grown  and  their  dogs,  cats  and 
maybe  get  into  politics  a  bit.  Out¬ 
side,  at  the  park  there  will  be 
enormous  crowd  gathering 
around  cheering  and  yelling  out 
loud  trying  to  encourage  the 
team,  those  who  play  games,  they 
are  in  favor  of.  There  will  be  a 
live-band  nearby  fighting  against 
the  sound  of  the  fire  crackers  and 
a  lot  of  young  men  will  try  to  get 
the  girls  he  likes  to  dance  with 
him.

What's  in  a  Name?

In  1972  Marlon  Brando  sent  Sacheen  Littlefeather,  a 
young  Apache  woman,  to  the  Oscars,  to  reject  the  award 
for  him  on  behalf  of  all  the  Native  Americans  discriminated 
against  by  Hollywood. 

Three  weeks  ago,  Julian  Pierce,  a  Lumbi  Indian  laywer 
and  Justice  candidate,  was  found  shot  in  the  back  in  his 
home.  Pierce  was  an  outspoken  civil  rights  advocate  who 
condemned  racism  faced  by  the  Lumbis  in  North 
Carolina. Despite  Pierce’s  prominence  as  a  so-called  In¬ 
dian  activist,  his  murder  was  barely  a  breath  on  the  na¬ 
tional  news. What  if  he  had  been  black? 

When  most  of  us  think  of  discrimination,  we  think  in 
terms  of  black  and  white.  To  most,  a  racial  incident  on 
campus  means  Bill  Cole  vs.  the  Dartmouth  Review,  New 
Africa  House  vs.  U-Mass  Amherst,  etc. 

Most  campuses  are  not  proud  of  issues  like  these.  Yet 
for  many  campuses,  racism  is  not  just  explosive  events- 
it  is  part  of  their  agenda. 

To  find  it,  look  at  their  teams.  Not  the  number  of  minority 
students  on  the  teams,  but  the  team  names:  the  Dart¬ 
mouth  Indians.  The  U-Lowell  Chiefs. 

When  I  first  realized  that  some  people  might  be  offend¬ 
ed  by  that,  I  pointed  it  out  to  another  student.  He  rolled 
his  eyes  and  said,  “Isn’t  that  digging  a  little  deep?”  I  said, 
“Could  you  put  up  with  ‘the  Atlanta  Slaves’?” 

He  was  quiet  a  minute,  and  then  said  that  there  weren’t 
enough  Native  Americans  going  to  U-Lowell  for  it  to 
matter. 

True,  they  aren’t  here  in  great  droves,  probably  because 
many  of  them  cannot  afford  to  stay  in  high  school,  never 
mind  come  here.  Or  maybe  they’ve  all  gone  to  Dartmouth, 
which  they  can  attend  tuition-free.  After  what  their  team 
is  named,  that  seems  the  least  that  Dartmouth  can  do. 

And  what  about  the  ones  not  at  Dartmouth?  They  must 
all  be  selling  beads  on  a  defunct  Hollywood  western  set- 
at  least,  that  is  what  many  people  seem  to  believe.  If  that 
one  student  is  any  indication,  then  until  a  race-or  sex,  for 
that  matter-reaches  a  certain  quota  at  U-Lowell,  it  is  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  trivialize  them. 

Most  of  us  are  not  aware  that  naming  a  team  the  Chiefs, 
Braves,  Redskins,  etc.,  is  any  form  of  prejudice,  since 
most  of  us  are  never  taught  to  consider  Native  Americans 
part  of  mainstream  America.'How  sad,  especially  since 
they  were  here  first. 


Lighten  up  Rev.  Brown 


He  stands  tall  and  proud  atop 
the  Empire  State  Building  while 
planes  and  helicopters  fire  dead¬ 
ly  rounds  of  bullets  at  his  fur- 
covered  body.  In  that  scene.  King 
Kong  dies  but  is  remembered 
because  his  face  is  carved  into 
Mount  Rushmore.  Thousands  of 
Kongas  are  fanatically  drawn  to 
his  tomb  deep  beneath  the  Grand 
Canyon.  There  are  even  reports 
of  changing  the  dollar  bill  so  that 
it  will  bear  his  likeness. 

Do  you  believe  any  of  what 
was  said  in  the  previous 
paragraph  or  do  you  see  it  as  be¬ 
ing  so  ridiculous  and  far  beyond 
the  realm  of  possibilities? 

Last  week.  Rev.  Art  Brown 
broke  out  his  soapbox  to  de¬ 
nounce  the  Connector  for  runn¬ 
ing  a  blurb  on  the  comics  page 
that  said,  “Remember:  King 
Kong  died  for  your  sins.”

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Sex  and  reproduction 


Once  upon  a  time,  making 
babies  was  a  private,  family  af¬ 
fair  that  anyone  could  choose  to 
become  involved  with.  As 
medical  science  and  technology 
have  been  added  to  the  picture, 
however,  making  babies  isn’t 
what  it  used  to  be.  Today,  mak¬ 
ing  babies  the  old  fashioned  way 
is  only  one  way  of  bringing  about, 
new  human  life.  And,  with  this 
change,  has  come  a  long  list  of 
unanswered  questions  that 
philosophers  and  moralists, 
legislators  and  lawyers  are  only 
beginning  to  tackle. 

A  good  example  is  currently 
before  our  courts.  John  and 
Mary,  married  and  childless,  ask¬ 
ed  their  mutual  friend  Jane  to 
become  the  surrogate  mother  of 
the  child  they  could  not  have 
themselves.  Jane  agreed  and  had 
implanted  in  her  womb  a  fertiliz¬ 
ed  embryo,  the  product  of  John’s 
sperm  and  Mary’s  egg,  fertilized 
“in  vitro’’  or  outside  the  body. 
The  court  is  being  asked  to 
declare  that  the  child  that  Jane  has 
given  birth  to  is  the  natural  off¬ 
spring  of  John  and  Mary.  The 
case  of  John  and  Mary  and  Jane 
is  causing  us  to  take  a  harder  look 
at  things  that  we  normally  took 
for  granted  like  motherhood, 
fatherhood  and  birthright. 

Or  take  the  case  of  a  wealthy 
tycoon  who  deposited  his  sperm 
in  a  sperm  bank  where  it  was 
frozen  and  stored.  Shortly  after 
doing  so,  he  died  suddenly  in  a 
plane  crash.  If  his  sperm,  is  used 
to  fertilize  an  egg,  does  the  possi¬ 
ble  new  individual  become  his 
legal  heir  or.  how  about  his  moral 
heir?  Who  should  decide?  And  to 


what  extent  should  the  tycoon’s 
own  wishes  be  respected  and 
adhered  to? 

There  are  many  other  types  of 
questions  around  today  that 
variously  deal  with  human  ex¬ 
perimentation,  genetic  engineer¬ 
ing  and  therapy,  utilizing  fetal 
cells.  What  they  all  have  in  com¬ 
mon  is  a  generic  parent  called 
reproductive  technology.  In  the 
last  10  years  the  science  of 
medicine  has  moved  rapidly 
ahead  in  exploring  and  altering 
the  natural  processes  of  reproduc¬ 
tion.  And  the  result  is  that 
reproductive  technology  has 
brought  into  reality  things  that 
once  upon  a  time  only  appeared 


in  the  80’s 

in  science  fiction. 

Because  the  questions  raised  by 
reproductive  technology  -  ques¬ 
tions  of  in  vitro  fertilization, 
sperm  banks,  surrogate  parenting 
and  genetic  engineering  -  are  so 
new,  the  medical,  moral  and  legal 
communities  are  scrambling  to¬ 
day  to  ask  the  right  questions 
about  where  these  developments 
are  taking  society.  Are  we  plung¬ 
ing  headlong  into  a  ‘brave  new 
world’  where  human  life  becomes 
a  commodity  and  having  a  baby 
is  an  entitlement  or  are  we  mar¬ 
ching  forward  toward  creating  a 
healthier  world  where  true  human 
dignity  is  respected  and  enhanc¬ 
ed  as  diseases  are  cured  and  the

What  happens  during 
the  interview? _ 


The  interviewing  process  can  be  scary 
if  you  don’t  know  what  to  expect.  All  in¬ 
terviews  fit  a  general  pattern.  While  each 
interview  will  differ,  all  will  share  three 
common  characteristics:  the  beginning, 
middle  and  conclusion. 

The  typical  interview  will  last  30 
minutes,  although  some  may  be  longer.  A 
typical  structure  is  as  follows: 

cFive  minutes-small  talk 
cFifteen  minutes-a  mutual  discussion  of 
your  background  and  credentials  as  they 
relate  to  the  needs  of  the  employer 
cFive  minutes-asks  you  for  questions 
cFive  minutes-conclusion  of  interview 

As  you  can  see,  there  is  not  a  lot  of  time 
to  state  your  case.  The  employer  may  try 
to  do  most  of  the  talking.  When  you  do  res¬ 
pond  to  questions  or  ask  your  own,  your 


statements  should  be  concise  and  organiz¬ 
ed  without  being  too  brief. 

You  need  to  control  more  than  half  of 
the  15-minute  personal  discussion  in  order 
to  make  your  key  points. 

It  starts  before  you  even  say  hello 
The  typical  interview  starts  before  you 
even  get  into  the  inner  sanctum.  The 
recruiter  begins  to  evaluate  you  the  minute 
you  are  identified.  You  are  expected  to 
shake  the  recruiter’s  hand  upon  being  in¬ 
troduced.  Don’t  be  afraid  to  extend  your 
hand  first.  This  shows  assertiveness. 

It’s  a  good  idea  to  arrive  at  the  place¬ 
ment  office  at  least  15  minutes  early.  This 
will  give  you  a  chance  to  mentally  prac¬ 
tice  your  introduction  and  possibly  size  up 
your  competition.

your  skills.  Nonetheless,  you  are 
still  being  evaluated.  First  im¬ 
pressions  often  are  the  most  im¬ 
portant  so  this  phase  of  the  the 
interview  can  be  very  critical. 

Even  though  the  small  talk 
seems  informal  and  relaxed,  it 
has  a  definite  purpose.  Recruiters 
are  trained  to  evaluate  candidates 
on  many  different  points.  They 
may  be  judging  how  well  you 
communicate  on  an  informal 
basis.  This  means  you  must  do 
more  than  smile  and  nod. 

The  recruiter  has  the  floor 

The  main  part  of  the  interview 
starts  when  the  recruiter  begins 
discussing  the  organization. 
He/she  may  spend  a  great  deal  of 
time  talking  about  the  position 
and  the  organization,  while 
discussing  your  background.  Or 
it  may  work  the  other  way.  Be 
prepared  for  either  scenario. 

If  the  recruiter  discusses  vague 
generalities  about  the  position  and 
you  want  more  specific  informa¬ 
tion,  ask  questions. 

Don’t  be  afraid  to  ask  questions 
during  this  part  of  the  interview. 
Don’t  interrupt  the  recruiter  in 
mid-sentence,  but  ask  your  ques¬ 
tion  at  the  first  opportunity. 

When  the  recruiter  begins  talk¬ 
ing  about  your  resume  or  asking 
for  clarification,  it’s  time  to  em¬ 
phasize  your  positive  traits.  Your 
background  may  not  be  typical 
and  the  recruiter  may  be  puzzled 
about  your  qualifications.  You 
should  indicate  through 
thoughtful  answers  why  you  are 
an  excellent  candidate  for  the 
position.

You  may  have  points  in  your 
background  that  could  be  con¬ 
strued  as  negative,  i.e.,  low  grade 
point  average,  no  participation  in¬ 
outside  activites,  no  related  work 
experience.  It  is  up  to  you  to  con¬ 
vince  the  recruiter  these  points 
are  not  negative  but  positive  at¬ 
tributes.  Admit  your  shortcom¬ 
ings,  then  point  out  three  quick 
hard-hitting  strengths  (even  if 
unrelated  to  your  weakness)  that 
are  relevant  to  the  job  opening. 

Many  times  recruiters  will  ask 
why  you  chose  the  major  you  did 
or  what  your  career  goals  are. 
These  questions  are  designed  to 
determine  your  goal  direction. 

Employers  seek  people  who 
have  direction  and  motivation. 
This  can  be  demonstrated  by  your 
answers  to  these  innocent¬ 
sounding  questions. 

It’s  your  turn  to  ask  questions 
When  the  recruiter  asks,  “Now 
do  you  have  any  questions?’’  The 
best  way  to  blow  the  interview  is 
to  say,  “No,  you’ve  answered 
everything  I  need  to  know.’’ 
There  is  little  chance  the  two  of 
you  could  have  covered 
everything.  You  should  be  able  to 
ask  at  least  five  or  six  questions 
at  this  point. 

Dr.  C.  Randall  Powell,  author 
of  Career  Planning  Today ,  sug¬ 
gests  some  excellent  strategies  for 
dealing  with  this  issue.  He  says 
questions  should  elicit  positive 
responses  from  the  employer. 
Also,  the  questions  should  bring 
out  your  interest  in  and 
knowledge  of  the  organization. 

By  asking  intelligent,  well 
thought-out  questions,  you  show 
the  employer  you  are  serious 
about  the  organization  and  need 
more  information.  It  also  in¬ 
dicates  to  the  recruiter  that  you 
have  done  your  homework. 

Don't  ask  questions  simply  to 
impress  the  recruiter  and  make 
the  interview7  run  over.  Ask  a  few 
questions  and  indicate  that  you 
still  have  some  things  you’d  like 
clarified,  but  you  realize  time  is 
almost  up.  The  recruiter  may  sug¬ 
gest  a  meeting  later  in  the  day  or 
writing  for  more  information. 
The  importannt  thing  is  to  be 
aware  of  time  constraints  on  the 
employer  and  allow  the  recruiter 
to  decide  whether  to  extend  the 
interview. 

The  close  counts,  too 
The  interview  isn’t  over  until 
you  walk  out  the  door.  The  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  interview  usually 
lasts  five  minutes  and  is  very  im¬ 
portant.  During  this  time  the 
recruiter  may  be  assessing  your 
overall  performance  as  well  as 
how  you  handle  yourself  during 
the  last  few  minutes. 

It  is  important  to  remain  en¬ 
thusiastic  and  courteous.  Often 
the  conclusion  of  the  interview  is 
indicated  when  the  recruiter 


stands  up  However,  if  you  feel 
the  interview  has  reached  its  con¬ 
clusion,  feel  free  to  stand  up  first. 

Shake  the  recruiter’s  hand  and 
thank  him  or  her  for  considering 
you.  Being  forthright  is  a  quality 
that  most  employers  will  respec, 
indicating  that  you  feel  you  have 
presented  your  case  and  the  deci¬ 
sion  is  now  up  to  the  employer. 
Expect  the  unexpected 
During  the  interview,  you  may 
be  asked  some  unusual  questions, 
don’t  be  too  surprised.  Many 
times  questions  are  asked  simply 
to  see  how  you  react. 

For  example,  surprise  ques¬ 
tions  could  range  from,  “Tell  me 
a  joke’’  to  “What  time  period 
would  you  like  to  have  lived  in.’’ 
These  are  not  the  kind  of  ques¬ 
tions  for  which  you  can  prepare 
in  advance.  Your  reaction  time 
and  the  response  you  give  will  be 
evaluated  by  the  employer,  but 
there’s  now  way  to  anticipate 
questions  like  these.  While  these 
questions  are  not  always  used, 
they  are  intended  to  force  you  to 
react  under  some  stress  and 
pressure.  The  best  advise  is  to 
think  and  give  a  natural  response. 
Evaluations  made  by  recruiters 
The  employer  will  be  observ¬ 
ing  and  evaluating  you  during  the 
interview.  Erwin  S.  Stanton, 
author  of  Successful  Personnel 
Recruiting  and  Selection ,  in¬ 
dicates  some  evaluations  made  by 
the  employer  during  the  interview 
include: 

1 .  How  mentally  alert  and 
responsive  is  the  job  can¬ 
didate? 

2.  Is  the  applicant  able  to  draw 
proper  inferences  and  conclu¬ 
sions  during  the  course  of  the 
interview? 

3.  Does  the  applicant  demonstrate 
a  degree  of  intellectual  depth 
when  communicating  or  is 
his/her  thinking  shallow  and 
lacking  depth? 

4.  Has  the  candidate  used  good 
judgement  and  common  sense 
regarding  life  planning  up  to 
this  point? 

5.  What  is  applicant’s  capacity 
for  problem-solving  activities? 

6.  How  well  does  candidate  res¬ 
pond  to  stress  and  pressure?
